A FORLORN HOPE. 


There is little chance that either the New York State At­ 
torney General or the Congressman from that State seeking 
Federal intervention will succeed in overthrowing Pennsyl­ 
vania's State anthracite tax. The pitfalls which imperil this 
source of revenue for the State lie within this Commonwealth. 
One is the difficulty in prevailing upon the Supreme Court of 
the State to over-rule a former decision. The other is that 
there will be an exaggeration of the tax in coal prices that 
the public will demand its repeal. 


The Pennsylvania anthracite tax is not a matter of inter­ 
state jurisdiction. It is not a tax on exports from the State or 
on any part fo commerce between the States. The property 
involved in the levy and the process of production, the com­ 
pleted transaction which is the basis of the tax, are within the 
State limits, and there is no discrimination suggested by the 
law as between the interests of citizens of this State and of 
others. Minnesota has a similar form of tax on its iron ore pro­ 
duction which is to be attacked in a case now in the course 
of preparation.—Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.
